The statement of claim set out that, 
by a contractdated April 7th, 1920, 
the defendants sold and naree | to de- 
Lver to the plaintiffs G.$275,000, de- 
very io April/May, 1920, at exchange 
983 60 d/a. The defendants had fail- 
ed to deliver thu J. $275,000 and there- 
fore the plaintiff: claimed. $49 820 86, 
Jopresonting the discrrpanoy between 
the contract an 1 tie market.prico on 
May Sls, 1920, lezs certain anms due 
to the defendants on other ‘contracts 
for the purchase of gold dollars, 

The defence was a denial that the 
contracts had at any time bean authnr- 
ised by the defendants, The defend 
ants maintained that the plaintiffs wall 
know that no one was authorised to en- 
ter into contracts on the defendants’ 
behalf,uoless euch contracts werasiga- 
ed by or chopped with the privatechop 
of Chin Tin Cho, trading. under ths 
stylo of the British Chinese Trading 
Co,, and that the contracts in quaition 
were not eo signed or chopped. 

Mc..F. C. Jenkin (instructed by Mr, 
©. A. Hooper, of Measra, Johnson, 
Stokes..& Master) appeared for the 
plaintiffs—and Mec. C. G. Alabaster, 
K.C.; ‘with Mr. Eldon Potter (ia- 
atructo?d by Mr. W. B. Hind, of Measra. 
G. K. Hall Bratton & Co.) for the de- 
fendante. 

Replying to the defence, the plain- 
tiffs said the def ndauts had allowed it 
ta he represented that a Mc. J, M. 
Xavier, mansgerof the fiem, bad ag- 
thority to efftct exchange contracts 
on bahalf of the firm. They further 
maintaine? that Mr, Xavier was in 
fact 80 authorised by the defen lanta. 

His ‘Lorour indicated at tia laat 
hearing that if ho decided that the 
defendant had no case to anywer he 
woald give his reasvos atsom: length; 
otherwise, tho bearing would bs 
continue l, The parties were notified 
that the second course had been decid- 
ed upon and the ation was resumed 
yesterd sy. :

Considering the factora which in- 
fluence, the efficiency of man, Profes- 
sor E.P. Cathcart said that, despite 
the acientific evidence to the contrary, 
i waa difficult to believe that the 
common belief in the efficiency of a 
meat diet was without foundation. 
Meat was desired for its stimulating 
effect; in other words, for giving 
« pep.”
